Mr. McDonald Puts a Damper 
on Cape Nome. 


The Result of His Investigation 


of the District Does Not War- 
ra_t Miners Going There. 





Mr. S. McDonald, a returned passen- 
ger on pr Garonne is not an en- 
thusiastic Cape Nome boomer; neither 
is he a dissapointed gold seeker, retur- 
ning to the States to misrepresent the 
conditions in Alaska and the North- 
west Territory. Mr. McDonaM im- 
presses one as being an intelligent, well 
balanced, impartial man who is suffic- 
iently intelligent to tell in an uncolored 
comprehensive way what he saw dur 
ing his investizations. for this reason 
The Times gives to the public an ac- 
curate verbatim statement of Mr. Mc 
Donald’s couclusions, 

Mr. McDonald went into the Cape 
Nome District from Dawson City, after 
spending eighteen months in that camp 
and arrived 1t Cape Nome on June 17, 
viae.s.

Works a 1 Cvent Hacds Hardship on 
Steamships and the

The new tonnage tax levied by the 
act of Congress, entitled ‘‘An Act to 
Define and Punish Crime,” is working 
a hardship not only upon the steam 
ship companies but upon the public as 
well. The local traffic in Alaska 1s not 
large enough to warrant large steam- 
in paying $1 per ton net tonnage, and 
in consequence these vessels will not 
take outa license with the exception 
of the larger companies. The steam- 
ers City of Seattle, Farallon, Dirago, 
Rosalie,, Humbolt and all vessels other 
than those opetated by the Pacific 
Coast Steamship (Co.. and the Pacifie 
steam Whaling Co., are barred from 
local traffic in Alaska for the reason 
that they do uot feel justified in paysng 
the unjust tax without a chance of get- 
ting it back with a profit. 

A person in an Alaskan port desiring 
to go to another place or town in the 
same territory cannot trevel in an un-

Up tothe time our party left 
St. Michael not an ounce was offered 
him Aside from the $10,000 exhibited 
ut St. Michael by the N. A. T. & T. Co 
which I understand is now being shown 
in Seattle, as coming from the district, 
not a color of gold was visible, und no 
man had the hardihood to claim that 
he possessed any. 

“There is no gravel on the rocks in 
the district, the prospects all lying be- 
tweed a sort of muck and glacial forma- 
tion. There are two owners who are 
satisfied that they have good ground, 
and hold claims as high as $100,000. 
Aside from these two men. who seem 
to honestly believe that they have good 
ground, we could not see anything to 
warrant a stampede, or warrant men 
enduring the hardships necessary to a 
trip to the Cape Nome country.”’
